Nationalists and even the more 
moderate home rule advocates in 
Scotland cheered the news that 
the stone had been removed from 
the Abbey where it had rested 
since 1296. 

In removing. the 336-pound 
stone, the thievés broke a large 
splinter off the leg of the Coro- 
nation Throne, the oldest piece of 
furniture in the Abbey. Twenty- 
seven monarchs have been crown- 
ed on it; including Britain’s pres- 
ent ruler, George VI. - 

The stone had rested under- 
neath the throne. Its position sym- 
bolized the union of the crowns 
of England and Scotland in the 
seventeenth century. 

John MacCormick, Chairman of 
the Scottish Covenant Movement, 
said whatever the outcome of the 
“present adventure,” he hoped 
the stone ultimately would be 
kept in Scotland except on coro- 
nation occasions. He continued: 


“The Stone of Destiny (Scottish 
name for the stone) properly be- 
longs to the people of Scotland. 
Under the terms of the Treaty -of 
Northampton in 1328, the’ stone, 
which is the ancient symbol of 
Scottish nationality, was to be re- 
turmed to Scotland, but that 
treaty was never observed.” 

Nearly 2,000,000 Scots last year 
signed the Scottish Covenant, a

Preparing for a new four-year term as Chief Executive in what 
may be one of the most trying periods in Georgia’s history, Gov. Tal- 
announced Christmas Day there will be no gala Governor’s ball 
following his second inauguration Jan. 9. 

. “Some have suggested a ball,”

think it wise to have celebfations 
during this austere period when

The only social gathering mark- 
ing the inauguration will be a re- 
ception given by Gov. and Mrs. 
Talmadge at the Executive Man- 
sion from 4 to 6 p. m. Jan. 9. 

“Every person in Georgia is in- 
vited,” Talmadge stated. 

Gov. Talmadge and Lt.-Gov. 
Marvin Griffin will take their 
oaths of office in simple cere- 
monies at 11 a. m. Jan. 9, in the 
House of Representatives cham- 
bers—instead of in the usually 
elaborate outdoor exercises held 
on the Capitol steps. The Rev. 
Charles Allen, pastor of Grace 
Methodist Church here, will give 
the invocation. 

Following brief talks by Tal- 
madge and Griffin; both of whom 
have completed two years in of- 
fice and have been elected for 
new four-year terms, the program 
will move from the House to the 
Governor’s office. There the oaths 
of office will be administered to 
state house officers who were 
elected in November. 

The Georgia Legislature will 
convene Monday, Jan. 8, at 10

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An Investigation Is In Order 


When the General Assembly convenes 
a few days hence it might well inquire 
into the reasons why its instructions for 
bringing the Department of Education and 
the Department of Revenue under the 
Merit System have not been carried out. 


The General Assembly voted nearly a 
year ago to place these two departments 
under provisions of the Merit System. 
There have been lengthy surveys for the 
purpose of establishing job classifications 
and salary schedules. Recommendations 
have been turned over to the department 
heads for study ard comment but at the 
last report they had not been returned. 


It is our understanding that Dr. M. D. 
Collins, State School Superintendent, is 
eager for the Merit System to become 
operative but some board members are 
not. There also are reports there are some 
high officials of the Revenue Department 
who want a postponement until after a 
sales tax, expected to be voted at the com- 
ing session, goes into effect. Administra- 
tion of a sales tax would, according to re- 
liable estimates, require approximately 
150 more employees in the Revenue De- 
partment. Delaying application of the 
Merit System until these employees are 
hired would permit employment on a basis 
of politics rather than ability and would 
have the effect of freezing political ap- 
pointees into jobs. 


In some respects Gov. Talmadge has 
done more for the Merit System than any 
other Georgia Governor. It has been ex- 
tended under his administration so that 
nearly all employees are covered. But the

Is Mr. McGrath 
Being Too Strict? 


We have contended from the first that 
the McCarran anti-Communist law, passed 
over the President’s veto, is too broad. It 
permits real Communists to delay prose- 
cution for years but is a danger to patriots 
who might become the target of vicious, 
unfounded charges. 

Nevertheless, there ought to be investi- 
gation of the charges, made by both the 
State Department and Sen. McCarran, that 
Atty. Gen. McGrath is interpreting the law 
too strictly. The Senator and the State 
Department have made public ‘letters to 
the Attorney General asserting Congress 
never intended for him to exclude from 
this country all persons who have ever be- 
longed to any totalitarian party or front 
organization. 

Many immigrants and would-be visi- 
tors have been barred from the country on 
the charge that they belonged to totali- 
tarian organizations in their youth or by 
coercion. Some war brides have been af- 
fected by the policy. Such instances have 
held the law up to ridicule. 

Whether Mr. McGrath is right or wrong 
his interpretation points up the fact that 
the law ought to be amended and its vague 
provisions made clear beyond doubt. How- 
ever, if the Attorney General is insisting 
upon absurdly strict enforcement of the 
law in order to force Congress to amend 
it corrective steps should be taken.

The 
Governor himself has pushed the Merit 
System at every opportunity. It might be 
he is not fully aware of the devious steps 
being taken to circumvent some of its pro- 
visions. But there are numerous signs 
now that the Merit System is not work- 
ing as it should.

If the European will to resist can be 
rejuvenated and rearmament speeded the 
Western countries can build a forghidable 
force which might deter or defeat Soviet 
aggression.

be mighty factors on our side. .If they go 
to Russia the industrial potential alone 
easily could be sufficient to enable the 
Soviets eventually to overwhelm this 
country, too. 

The fault with Mr. Hoover and those 
who accept his doctrine without reserva- 
tion is that they are willing to believe 
without further ado the situation in West- 
ern Europe is hopeless. Extremists on 
the other side refuse to admit anything but 
success is possible. 

As yet, neither is the case. There is 
still a slim hope of full co-operation. As 
long as the issue is in doubt it is impera- 
tive we do.everything possible to generate 
enthusiasm for resistance to communism. 
If we fail then will be the time to draw 
in our defense perimeter.

Sen. Harold Willingham, of Marietta, said 
last week that Georgia could raise $15,000,000 
in additional revenue by dropping one exemp- 
tion from the State’s income tax law. 

Mr. Willingham, the new Chairman of the 
Senate Finance Committee, said this could be 
accomplished by disallowing the exemption from 
State income tax of the money paid on Federal 
income tax and lowering some personal ex- 
emptions. 

Most of us remember the long fight that was 
necessary te secure this common exemption and 
we do not believe that the people of Georgia 
would be in favor of its repeal. The sales tax 
may not meet with universal favor, but we 
- believe it would have much stronger indorsement 
than repeal of the provision which permits the 
deduction of Federal income tax payments from 
our State income tax returns. 

The principal basis for this attitude is that 
anything else would mean a tax on taxes, which 
is an absurdity on its face. Every Georgian, in 
one form or another, is now compelled to pay 
heavy taxes to carry on the Federal Govern- 
ment and these taxes admittedly will be increas- 
ing in the near future. 

The very :idea that we had to pay taxes to 
the State on money whieh we have already con- 
tributed to the Federal Government does not 


make sense.

‘Campaign Talk’ 
Curb Proposed 


WASHING TON—Most persons will see merit 

in the proposal by Senator Millard Tydings, 

Democrat of Maryland, that a man who deliber- 

ately engages in “false and deceiving” statements in a campaign 
for the Senate be denied a seat, if he is elected. 


The Maryland Senator, who was defeated in the recent No- 
vember elections, has filed a complaint on that score with the 
Senate Campaign Investigating Committee. He has suggested that 
his successful Republican opponent, Senator-elect John W. Butler, 
be disqualified on the grounds that he used “scurrilous and un- 
true” printed matter in the campaign. — : 


In describing examples of Butler campaign literature, Tydings 
used such words as “deliberate fraud practiced upon the voters of 
Maryland,” “fake,” and “false and deceiving statements.” Those 
who followed the bitter Maryland campaign cannot deny that he 
was, to some extent, a victim of the type of fraud of which he 
complains. ? 


No better evidence of this is needed than to cite the several 
speeches made in the state against him by Senator Joe McCarthy, 
of Wisconsin, whose whole tirade against alleged Communists in 
the State Department has been based on fraud and deception from 
the beginning. 

But the Tydings complaint was directed more at “McCarthy- 
ism” than McCarthy himself. One of the disgraceful acts per- 
petrated against him was the apparent faking of a photograph of 
him and Earl Browder, the Communist leader. Tydings charges 
that this was put together from two separate pictures in the Butler 
campaign headquarters and then given widespread distribution 
over the state. 

“A candidate for the Senate should be barred from service 
there,” he said, “if he has knowingly and deliberately made false 
statements in his campaign or used scurrilous and untrue printed 
matter calculated to deceive the electorate; or if such totally false 
statements or material were issued by other persons in his behalf, 
with his knowledge and consent.” 

He went on to recite that during his tenure of office two 
Senators-elect (Vare of Pennsylvania and Smith of Illinois) were 
denied seats because of money frauds in their campaigns. Cer- 
tainly there is some logic to his point that one such fraud is as 
bad as the other. 

Senator Guy Gillette of Iowa, who is chairman of the com- 
mittee empowered to investigate corrupt campaign practices, has 
agreed to go into thte Tydings complaint. But whether anything 
will come of it is a moot question. It would improve the moral 
tone of Senatorial elections, perhaps, to have a law on the statute 
books outlawing fraud and deception in election campaigns, It 
might even set an example for the states to follow in electing their 
state officers. 

But the difficulty of enforcing such a law would probably be 
its own undoing, since it is not always possible to draw a precise 
line between the false and the true. One of the problems posed is 
what degree of falsity would be required to deny a candidate his 
seat, and who would determine what is true or false? 

Under our political system it “long has been customary for 
opposing candidates to engage in a certain amount of distortion, 
misrepresentation and exaggeration about each other, not to say 
downright fraud and deceit. The late Wendell L. Willkie made a 
—" - acknowledgement of this when, in an appearance before 
some Congressional committee, he was questioned about con- 
flicting statements he previously had made in the 1940 Presiden- 
tial campaign. His reply was something to the effect that, “Oh, 
that was just campaign talk.” 

It seems a pity for a man of Senator Tydings’ caliber to be 
made a victim of the campaign frauds against which he complains. 
But the only remedy. is perhaps an enlightened electorate. As 
faulty as our present system is, it still provides an opportunity for 
the man abused to give the lie to the false charges hurled at him. 
More often than not, the public can be relied upon to tell the 


false from the true.

Why a Milk Board? 


The Editors: Noticed in Sunday news item 
that the State Auditor had questioned some of 
the expense items of Georgia Milk Control Board. 

Why does there always seem to be a row some 
place over actions of the Milk Control Board? 
The Georgia Milk Board seems to be a mys- 
terious agency. I heard at one place recently 
the license holders voted an area out of milk shed 
and a dairyman advertised his lower-priced milk 
and the Milk Board enjoined him. The dairyman 
then cross-enjoined the Milk Board and the Milk 
Board, rather than meet the dairyman in court, 
offered to settle the matter out of court and with- 
drew their injunction. 

Why a Milk Board anyhow? Aren’t the dairy- 
men regulated by the Department of Agriculture 
and two or three other inspection agencies as well 
as their own organization? Looks as though the 
dairymen are regulated into confusion. 

The Georgia Milk Board Act was a temporary 
health measure to begin with and has expired 
two or three times and will expire again April 
1, 1931. 

If it is an emergency and temporary health 
act, why is it not under the Health Department 
of the State? What has all this confusion that 
seems to exist got to do with health? The Gover- 
nor appoints all the board members and its chair- 
man, who are responsible to him .only and none 
of these has been connected with health work. 
What have prices and licenses to do with health 
anyhow? 

Seems to me if the Legislature would fail to 
extend the Milk Board Act beyond next April 1, 
it would be a charitable act both to the dairymen 
and people of Georgia.

The best yields of beef to date were sear on St. Augustine grass. 


‘Two thousand pounds of beef to the acre each year for a period 


of three years were produced from St. Augustine on muck land. 

Phe drawback to St, Augustine is the chinch bug, which attacks 
the grass when it is dry. Pangola grass seems to be the best 
all-round grass, growing rapidly and having a long growing season. 
It is injured by frost, but recovers ‘quickly. 


Carib is a magnificent grass, likewise, and 

Good in Water it has the capacity to live in water for a 
long time. So does Bahia. This is an important factor, for many 
of the fields stand in water .durin mI the rainy season. Torpedo 
for it spreads its roots under- 

ground like Johnson grass (only more so) and makes a growth 


‘that would be very hard to get rid of when the land is needed 


for farming. 

However, the same question applies here as with kudzu up our 
way, “Why should you want to get rid of-a good permanent crop?”

“It is a coincidence that when 
we outgrew that building,” he 
continued, “we worshipped in 
the basement ‘of another Fulton 
County Courthouse at the cor- 
ner of Hunter and Pryor Sts., 
while the present church was 
being erected. It was finished 
in 1883.” 

Not that the church has stood 
still while it continued to oc- 
cupy the same site—far from it. 
Its congregation has grown from

The Board said about half the

g debt-free doesn’t mean 
much in itself. The Board found 
that people with lots of assets

The Board itself rated its fig- 
ures on family solvency as cheery, 
since it had earlier reported that 
one-third of the nation’s families 
overspent their incomes in 1949— 
when prices were lower than now.
